Germany’s infant republic was born 
with no silver spoon, unless liberation 
from militarism and, kaiaeriam can be 
Interpreted in that way. Tho new re­ 
public begin* with the moat hopeless 
legacy of troubles that any nation 
ever faced. 
So Interwoven amt tangled are the 
problems which the new 
republic’s 
cabinet is undertaking and struggling 
against, while new ones rise constant­ 
ly, that the words of a German, who 
said, “There is not a man in all Ger­ 
many who sees at one time more than 
half of the maze of dangers that might 
explode and overthrow the state ’’ are 
true. 
' 
There are those who say the situa­ 
tion is beyond1 solution. They hold that 
the slate of the i>ast should be wiped 
dean, and that the 
German 
state 
should start all over Again, much as 
Russia tried to do. The government 
realizes this would mean disaster and 
complete loss of confidence In any 
form of government, and struggles to 
avoid it. 
It is hard enough to change the 
form of government when things are 
running smoothly, and* when all par­ 
ties agree to it. It is hard enough to 
begin a republic where no government 
existed at all before. 
The Germans 
fipd their task made far more difficult 
by the reason that their country was 
completely re-organized, and the uew 
regime has to answer immediately for 
all Ute deluge of failures and mistakes 
of the old 
Germany today can be 
visualised 
perhaps as a popper full of popcorn, 
mast of which has popped, but some of 
which has not and is etui going off. 
Bach explosion shakes the whole mass. 
This unstable state is held together 
only by the walls of aims that still 
surround it, for many are they who 
would like to escape from the burden. 
Germany’s new government is tack­ 
ling the problems with optimism and 
hope—-confidence Is hardly 
possible, 
as yet. * Right here it might be said 
the new German government is one 
without brilliant leaders and is with­ 
out groat men in i t This tho Ger­ 
mans themselves say, and do eo with­ 
out regret in, their voices. The Ger­ 
mans have had enough of great men, 
and seem glad to trust their future 
to mediocre, honest citizens. 
This “carpenters’ reichetag,” sa it 
has been called, has already weather 
sd storms of opposition, during the 
trying months when tho Bbert-Schei- 
demean party guided Germany from 
militarism and put to flight the adop­ 
tion of a provisional republic consti­ 
tution at Weimar, on February Id. 
The great mass of German people 
have expreseed their confidence in et 
least the honesty and impeachable

llOur Soldiers Refused to take 
Germans Seriously/* 
* Says Williams 


With an intensely interesting stQry 
of his experiences in France to tell 
end the ability to tell it in a plain, 
direct and fascinating way, Harry A. 
Williams, war correspondent of the 
Los Angeles Times, last night gave to 
the Men's Club striking pictures of 
things he went through end saw in 
France. 
“Our soldiers absolutely refused to 
toke the Germans seriously, and that 
ie whir they licked them,” said WU* 
Items. 
“Why, charging across a tur* 
nip field ln~Belgium, a company stop­ 
ped to eat few turnips, and they ate 
them while machine gun bullets were 
whletllhg by end shells were bursting 
.hear them.” 
Williams'! story began with his ar­ 
rival ic. London during the early spring 
drive of the Germans when it looked 
aa though the Allies would be swept 
into the sea. 
“I never saw a civilian smile in Eng­ 
land,” said he. 
“You can't imagine 
the strained feeling there 
was. 
At 
every depot 
soldiers 
were rushing 
away, and while their relatives wept, 
those, wonderful men went away with 
a smile, perhaps to immediate death, 
for It was only three hours from Lon­ 
don to the fighting line.” 
Williams described more graphical­ 
ly than has ever 
before 
been * de­ 
scribed here the shelling of Paris by 
the long range guns and the attacks 
by aeroplanes at night. 
He said it 
was the deadly regularity of the thing 
that was intended to get the nerve of 
the people. 
With Hie Friend# 
Williams went to the front with the 
Ninety-first division, and his story of 
the fighting done by those men was of 
more than usual interest here aa per­ 
haps two-thirds of the drafted men 
who went from Orange county were 
with that division. 
“It was a strange feeling, not to be 
described,** said he, “when I looked 
out. from the ridge upon tms Argonne 
Forest, which that day we were to 
attack. 
Here were these men I had 
known going into battle for the first 
time, men I had known in school, in 
stores and shops. 
Military men say 
that it takes four yea rf to make a 
soldier, lf so, America hid no soldiers 
in France, but we had 
two million 
fighting men over there. 
These men 
of the Ninety-first were fighters.” 
Pictures of the Argonne entangle­ 
ments, of snipers painted green from 
hat to foot, of the slippery muddy road 
over which trucks must pass, of the 
attacks, of the hardships—these things 
were described not with oratorical ef­ 
fect but with a clearness and simpli­ 
city that made each picture stand out 
by itself. 
“Id places the Germane had barbed 
wire entanglements so thick it 
was 
Impossible to cut through them." said 
he. 
“Our engineers took this mesh 
wire such as you use for chicken pens, 
and threw it over the barbed wire and 
tied it down. 
You can imagine the 
surprise of the Germans when they 
saw our boys going right over the 
top of that barbed wire.” 
Williams 
helped 
in 
cering 
for 
wounded, and in/burying the dead. 
“Going to a funeral in civilian life 
depresses ms,” said ha, “but there is 
nothing like that in battle. 
Those 
men died with smiles on their faces, 
a Sort of gloirfled look. There was al­ 
ways 
something magnificent about 
their deaths.” 
Goes Into Belgium 
Williams went With the Ninety-first 
into Belgium, and eras with it in* the 
fighting there. 
He crossed the mud 
of No Man's Land of Flanders where 
two million men hare died. 
‘They 
didn't 
have 
to 
bury the 
man there.” he said, “they just sank 
out of sight in the mud. A whole com­ 
pany was known to have gone out and 
absolutely disappeared in the morass. 
How men lived theta- let alone fight. 
we never understood. 
Our fighting, 
however, was on new land to which 
the Germans had 
been driven/ We 
fought on level ground and without en­ 
trenchments, which proved to me that 
the Germans never expected to be 
driven from the Hindenburg line. This 
fighting was a regular picnic to our 


I fellows.” 
It was here that Williams 
I gave the incident of the turnip attack. 
I 
The division was poised for an at­ 
tack when the news of the armistice 
arrived. 
The soldiers did not cheer. 
They said nothing. 
Then a message 
was read saying hot grub would arrive 
soon, and the men yelled. 
After the armistice, Williams and a 
friend drove in a flivver to Brussels. 
They were the first of the Allies to 
arrive, and they were welcomed. 
“It was a wiltF scene of Joy,” said 
he. “Every woman wanted 
to 
be 
kissed, and Brussels is a city of a 
million people and half of the people 
are women.” 
Williams found Brussels stripped of 
door knobs, mattresses, and metals 
of every sort. The Germans had taken 
away everything that was of value to 
them. 
With the King 
lie saw the arrival of King Albert, 
and later he and his friend unwitting­ 
ly found themselves heading 
proces- 
aion of the royal 
family down 
the 
“king's highway," lined with all Brus­ 
sels. and just because they couldn’t 
get out of the lane made for the king, 
they got into the building w here.the 
ceremony of returning the keys of the 
city to the king was gone through. 
Williams dared not take off his over­ 
coat for under it was his camera, with 
which he had taken a picture of the 
C 
ve of Nurse Cavell. It was forbid^ 
i that cameras be used or in one's 
possession. He had to sit down to the 
royal banquet still with his overcoat 
on. 
“I was never more uncomfortable in 
my life.” said he. 
__ 
Those who heard Williams’ address 
without exception declared It the most 
Illuminating and most interesting war 
address they have heard. 
He included a plea for devastated 
France. 
He said reports that France 
does not need help are untrue. Such a 
large proportion of the people have 
been killed and 
so 
many rendered 
homeless that the condition is terrible. 
Whatever help 
can 
be 
given 
the 
French people should be given. 
An unusually fine supper was served 
last night to the Men’s Club by the 
Ladies’ Guild of the Church of the 
Messiah.

In a letter received by a mem­ 
ber of the 
Register staff 
from 
Lieut. 
Worthy, 
the 
lieutenant 
gives a soldier's idea of how and 
why the war was brought to an 
end. 
During 
the 
Argonne 
fighting, 
Worthy 
assembled 
some 
scattered 
men, made a fighting unit of them and 
charged and captured some machine 
gun nests. For that, he was awarded 
a Distinguished Service Cross, as was 
reported in the Register several weeks 
ago, and he was advanced from first 
sergeant to second lieutenant. Worthy 
says he hopes to be back in Santa Ana 
by May I, The following is from his 
letter: 
France may be a nice place, but the 
m ore'I aob of this wide world the 
more'*’! vinic or Southern California. 
And I uqve aeon quite a bit of this 
world rope \ left Santa Ana in May, 
1917.( I soldiered three months in San 
Francisco and ten months in Camp 
Lewis, Washington. Since I came over 
hero I have been in five different coun­ 
tries. 
First, I was in England. 
M d the 
English people have treated us better 
than any other. 
They could not do 
enough for us. And at the time there 
was a lot of suffering in England on 
account of the food shortage . There 
was never a complaint, but always a 
smile. My opinion of England a n " the 
English people has raised just about 
IOO per cent since I came over litre. 
He Sees France 
Then next came France. I have seen 
thib-country from one. end to the other. 
I walked over most of Northern France 
and have been over 
the 
remainder 
since I came out of the lino. I spent 
quite a few days in Paris. 
Paris is 
not at all like Frauce, but it is some­ 
thing distinct and apart. 
There is 
something about the gay, easy and 
free life of Paris that grips one and 
now that I have seen Paris I have 
ceased to wonder why so many Ameri

in size from the three-inch piece to 
the big naval guns, arui the doughboys 
had been marching by night to their 
alloted plate iii line.

to that official seeking legal advice, 
and I again reiterate that should this 
evidence be forthcoming, I stand ready 
to do my part.”
